JESSE JONES HAS LOAN 


PLAN FOR RAILROADS 


Proposes RFC Credits so Lines 
Can Buy in Own Securities 
at Discount. 


WASHINGTON, July 14 (AP)— 
Jess H. Jones, newly appointed 
Federal loan administrator, recom- 
mended today that railroads be per- 
mitted to borrow money from the 
Reconstruction Finance Corporation 
for the purpose of buying in their 
outstanding securities at a discount. 

Jones, former RFC chairman, tes- 
tified before the Senate Banking 
Committee in support of President 
Roosevelt’s new $2,800,000,000 lend- 
ing program. 

Under questioning by Senator Ma- 
loney (Dem.), Connecticut, Jones 
sid he thought it would be feasible 
for the RFC to advance money to 
carriers so they could buy in their 
discounted obligations. He suggest- 
ed an amendment to permit such 
t-ansactions. 

Jones said the roads should make 
up in preferred stock the difference 
between the price they paid their 
bondholders for the obligations and 
the securities’ par value. Thus, he 
said, if a road was able to buy in 
a $100 bond at $30 it should give 
the bondholder $70 in preferred 


stock. 

“We wouldn’t want to lend money 
to one man to buy a bargain from 
another,” Jones said. 

He testified some carriers could 
reduce their fixed charges by 50 
per cent if they had the funds to 
buy in their fixed-interest obliga- 


tions at a discount.
